era slopes are not quite so 
sharp, 
and the hill, when seen from a dis­ 
tance, bears a peculiar resemblance 
to a stone hatchet, sitting on the edge 
in the valley . 
This resemblance, in 
fact, first led the settlers o f that re ­ 
gion to give it 
especial 
attention. 
The resemblance is strengthened by a 
belt which runs clear around the hill, 
half way between the base and the 
summit, and which, when seen from 
a mile or more, looks like the groove 
which the Indians fashioned in their 
stone axes in which to fit the handles. 
There are three of these grooves, 
or terraces, as they are 
called, on 
Brown hill. 
The lower one is larger 
than the others. 
They are so hidden 
by trees, which cover the upper part 
of the slope, that they do not appear 
in a distant view. All three look like 
ancient roadway s. 
They girdle the 
hill, the upper and lower ones equal­ 
ly distant from the center, and each 
encircling the mound at its own level. 
The top of the hill is crowned with a 
mound about fifteeen feet long and 
ten feet wide. 
Its shape is similar 
to that of a skull, and its clear-cut 
lines favor the belief 
that it was 
fashioned by human beings. 
A party of farm ers living near dug 
into its structure, which 
faces the 
west, a y ear ago. 
The digging \ \ m 
¡difficult, for under a thin lay er of 
soil t!:«*>’ found rough rocks so fitted 
¡together as to form a ledge. 
A part 
of’ this was pried away , and a human 
skeleton, two or three bronze h atch ­ 
ets and a long, beautifully fashioned 
spear of dark stone were found. The 
excavation has never been completed. 
The belts, or terraces, stand out 
sharply from the slope of the 
hill, 
and while the

tains great ash and

One difficulty in the way of the 
satisfactory enforcement of the law 
and rules regulating dairy ing lies in 
the fact that when dairy men, because 
of unsanitary conditions at their milk 
houses, have been ordered by state 
or city food inspectors to discontinue 
the sale of milk, 
they 
have 
with­ 
drawn their product 
from sale 
as 
fresh milk and have shipped it to 
creameries or centralizing plants to 
be made into butter, say s the State 
Board of Health report. 
This action 
is just as much a violation of the 
law as the >ale of milk itself. 
When a dairy is closed because of 
unsanitary conditions, 
neither 
the 
milk nor any of its products can be 
sold except in violation of the law. 
In order that this may be clearly un­ 
derstood, both by the dairy men and 
creamery operators, the State Board 
of Health, acting under the authori­ 
ty given it by Section 7 of the Pure 
Food Law, has adopted and promul­ 
gated the following rules: 
Milk or cream shall not be sold 
which is decomposed, putrid or ro t­ 
ten, or which is produced by sick or 
diseased cows, or by cow’s kept at a 
dairy that is unclean and in violation 
of the rules of the State Board of 
Health, regulating the sanitation of 
dairies and the sale of 
milk 
and 
cream, or by cows kept at a dairy 
which has been condemned 
by 
an 
agent or inspector of the State Board 
of Health, or by a county , city or 
town health officer, during such per­ 
iod of condemnation.

Mexico

Reclaiming Lands. 
Mexico City, July 3.—The first step 
toward economical betterment in the 
republic was made when a dispatch 
was sent to the governors of all states, 
asking them to co-operate in a plan for 
national irrigation.

Berlin. July 3.—The news thai Ger­ 
many was sending the steam er Pan 
thor to Agadir, Morocco, has surprised 
and stirred the nation. 
The surprise 
is for the most part a pleasant one 
and the chauvinists are beside them ­ 
selves with glee. 
Nobody knew that 
the government had received com­ 
plaints that German interests were 
jeopardized, but there is no inclina­ 
tion to skepticism. 
Semi-official and tile most reputable 
newspapers comment in dignified sa* 
isfaction, hut the Pan-American Ger­ 
man press is frenzied with delight. 
Among the former the Koelniche em­ 
phasizes that the action is not taken 
against Morocco, nor as a counter 
step against France and Spain, but 
that it is solely in defense of threaten­ 
ed German interests. 
Germany does 
not intend a perm anent occupation, 
but certainly will not withdraw until 
order has been established in Morocco. 
It adds that the Germans possess 
great tracts in the hinterland, and 
that one firm alone controls an area 
as large as a principality. 
It hopes 
that other countries vin recognize 
Germany’^ procedure has for its mo­ 
tive solely the interests of Germans. 
Other semi-official papers take a sim­ 
ilar stand. 
The W estphalien Gazette, a Chau­ 
vinistic paper, exclaims: “Hurrah! at 
last a deed.” 
It says that unless 
France has a mind to discuss the par­ 
tition of Morocco, it is to be hoped 
that the sending forth of the Panther 
will have the same effect as did Bis­ 
marck’s Ems telegram. 
The Lokal Anzieger's correspondent

French column to Fez, writes that the 
Panther reached Agadir at the exact 
moment to prevent Germany losing 
the last and richest corner of Mo­ 
rocco.
